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Chancellor's  Address 


How  proud  I  am  of  you!  Commencement  is  always  a  source  of  pride  for  a  university,  but  the  22nd 
Commencement  of  the  University  of  Massachusetts  at  Boston,  in  which  you,  the  Class  of  1990  will  graduate,  marks  a 
particularly  important  milestone  for  the  Boston  Campus.  This  year  we  have  celebrated  the  25th  anniversary  of  the 
founding  of  our  campus.  As  baccalaureates  of  the  University,  you  now  are  both  heirs  and  legators  of  our  young 
university's  quarter-century  of  tradition.  It  is  a  tradition  of  teaching  and  learning,  research  and  scholarship,  public 
service  and  community  activity.  It  is  a  tradition  your  presence  has  enriched,  expanded,  and  enhanced. 

Academic  Year  1989-1990  has  been  a  year  typical  of  many  of  UMass/Boston's  traditions.  Our  students  have 
achieved  extraordinary  accomplishments  that  include  the  publication  of  a  novel,  selection  as  a  Younger  Scholar  by 
the  National  Endowment  for  Humanities,  and  presentation  of  research  results  in  chemistry  at  a  scholarly  conference. 
Our  Ballroom  Dance  Club  won  competition  after  competition,  among  them  the  Commonwealth  Classic  and  Best 
College  Team  and  Best  College  Couple  at  the  Newport  Classic.  A  member  of  our  football  team,  a  graduating  senior, 
became  the  first  UMass/Boston  student  to  sign  a  contract  with  a  professional  football  team. 

Our  faculty  has,  once  again,  earned  national  and  international  recognition  for  scholarly  and  professional 
achievement.  Among  such  recognition  are  Fulbright  Awards,  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  Fellowships,  and 
selection  as  guest  curator  of  the  international  art  exhibition  "Monet  in  the  '90s."  In  December,  a  member  of  our 
faculty  wrote  the  lead  article  for  Atlantic  Monthly,  a  piece  of  writing  that  continues  to  provoke  lively  debate  in  the 
academic  community.  Throughout  this  year  faculty  and  staff  have  worked  with  the  Boston  Public  Schools  to 
introduce  students  to  reading  and  the  love  of  literature.  Throughout  this  year  scientists  working  in  conjunction  with 
the  Urban  Harbors  Institute  have  helped  to  make  our  environment  cleaner,  safer,  and  more  productive. 

But  Academic  Year  1989-1990  has  also  tested  the  strength  of  our  Campus.  The  University  of  Massachusetts  at 
Boston  has  faced  another  year  of  reduced  funding.  Lack  of  adequate  financial  support  has  prompted  all  members  of 
the  University  community  to  reflect  with  great  care  on  the  future  of  the  Campus,  its  programs,  and  its  goals.  The 
thoughtful  participation  of  students  in  this  process  has  not  only  helped  facilitate  the  deliberations  of  faculty  and 
administration,  but  has  been  a  great  source  of  encouragement  to  us  in  that  it  serves  as  a  welcome  reminder  of  our 
primary  academic  mission. 

Do  not  leave  this  Campus  questioning  its  ability  to  survive  this  difficult  fiscal  crisis.  I  am  confident  that 
UMass/Boston  will  remain  an  important  resource  for  the  citizens  of  Boston  and  the  Commonwealth.  My  confidence 
grows,  in  no  small  degree,  from  knowing  the  students  that  the  University  serves.  Graduates  of  this  University,  you 
will  give  back  to  the  Commonwealth  many  times  over  the  investment  it  made  in  you  when  you  began  your  studies 
here.  And  hence,  the  reasons  for  my  pride  —  pride  that  is  born  of  knowing  that  the  University  of  Massachusetts  at 
Boston  has  served  Boston,  the  Commonwealth,  and  the  nation  by  educating  and  graduating  productive,  concerned, 
and  responsible  citizens;  pride  that  is  born  of  knowing  the  individual  commitment  each  senior  made  to  achieve  his  or 
her  degree.  Congratulations  and  best  wishes.  May  your  future  be  one  of  success  and  happiness.

Student 
Senate 


The  Student  Senate  is  the  governing  body  for  the  undergraduate 
students  at  UMass/Boston.  Representing  the  12,500  students  from 
our  many  colleges  and  academic  programs,  the  Student  Senate 
meets  every  other  week  throughout  the  academic  year  to  attend  to 
the  timely  affairs  and  organizational  matters  of  concern  to  students. 
The  1989-1990  year  was  a  very  active  year  for  student  government. 

Highlights  of  the  year  included  consistent  student  activism  in 
response  to  the  continued  cuts  to  public  support  of  higher  education. 
In  October  and  again  in  April  thousands  upon  thousands  of  students 
rallied  on  the  State  House  and  Boston  Common  to  demonstrate  their 
support  of  higher  education.  The  Student  Senate,  through  its  charter- 
ing of  student  organizations  and  activities  funded  primarily  through 
the  Student  Activities  Trust  Fund,  played  a  major  leadership  role  in 
formulating  the  student  agenda  and  students'  response  to  the 
University  administration's  proposed  reorganization  plan  for  hand- 
ling fiscal  cutbacks  at  home  here  at  UMB.  The  voice  of  the  student 
government  was  strong,  loud,  and  forceful;  indeed,  student  lead- 
ership demonstrated  responsible  representation  on  behalf  of  our 
diversified,  working  student  body.  Among  the  accomplishments  of 
the  89-90  Senate  were  the  creation  of  a  new  multi-cultural  news 
magazine.  Prisma,  the  founding  of  a  new  Latino  Student  Center,  and 
the  furnishing  of  a  new  Student  Lounge  on  the  fourth  floor  of 
Wheatley  HaU. 

The  1989-1990  year  will  be  remembered  for  the  rallies,  the 
Kinks,  and  Robert  Bedford's  speech  at  Commencement.  But  it  should 
also  be  remembered  as  the  year  the  Student  Senate  undertook  and 
passed  a  Constitution  Revision  Project  which  greatly  expands  the 
power  and  scope  of  student  input  and  leadership  at  our  school.  An 
entire  year  of  research  went  into  this  document,  and  for  the  first 
time,  a  Student  Bill  of  Rights  was  proposed  to  insure  that  students 
have  appropriate  civil  and  educational  rights  as  members  of  the 
University  community. 

We  hope  that  you  remember  student  government  as  being  there 
when  you  needed  them,  and  for  all  the  work  they  did  on  behalf  o 
students.

One  ol  my  lavorite  moments  at  UMass/Boston  came  at  one  ol  those  "tree"  cookouts,  when  a  woman  gave  me  a  hamburger 
even  though  I  didn't  have  a  ticket  because  she  recognized  me  from  taking  a  class  in  an  adjacent  room. 

Recounting  these  tales  as  il  to  ignite  vivid  images  ol  our  shared  time  would  be  like  remembering  a  time  through  its  songs. 
Unlortunately,  either  experience  speaks  dillerently  to  each  ol  us;  they  are  abbreviated,  blurry  glimpses  ol  a  particular  style, 
even  a  certain  lace  in  a  certain  hallway  or  a  tear  shed  in  an  underground  garage,  but  only  brieliy  stirring  and  perhaps 
unsettling. 

The  experience  lor  most  ol  us  at  UMB  had  the  value  ol  our  maturity  riding  on  it  because  we  put  the  challenges  belore  ' 
ourselves,  lor  ourselves.  The  school  served  as  the  cold  center  ol  a  whirlwind  process  ol  personal,  practical  growth.  It  was  a 
yardstick  we  tamed  as  it  slapped  us  in  the  lace  Irom  our  lirst  measurements  against  it  until  it  bounced  us  out  —  some  ol  us  still 
burning  Irom  the  intensity  ol  our  stay.  At  some  point  we  were  engulled,  gasping  lor  breath,  but  we  have  emerged.  More  than 
any  academic  reguirements,  linancial  hardships,  or  "good  times"  we  had  at  UMB,  the  most  prized  achievements  have  come 
Irom  within  each  ol  us 

These  achievements  came  most  olten  when  no  one  was  around  to  see  you  question  yoursell  a  thousand  times  But, 
sometimes  they  came  on  the  underkept  classroom's  light  as  it  reflected  Irom  a  caring  eye,  maybe  even  a  loving  eye.  Maybe  it 
was  a  person  you'll  never  see,  or  can  even  remember.  What  we  did  in  search  ol  a  degree  is  in  memories  like  songs  —  too  easily 
lorgotten,  or  fleeting  in  influence  or  inspiration. 

But  those  ol  us  whose  spirits  pushed  us  and  stretched  us  have  a  more  valuable  experience  because  we  have  shuffled  oi 
minds  and  risked  our  lives  —  at  least  our  old  lives.  The  collateral  against  this  test  has  been  our  spirits,  our  wills,  —  the  things 
we  must  take  responsibility  lor  ourselves.  This  is  what's  ol  supreme  value,  because  it  is  our  vital  song  It  is  the  power  to 
readdress  and  redress  ourselves  through  an  open,  lamiliar  road:  to  tune  in  to  what  we  are  becoming.  We  are  no  longer  kids,  I 
who  are  satisfied  with  the  melodies  of  others.  ^ 

We  are  the  ones  who  can  do  almost  anything  with  almost  nothing.  The  State  should  never  be  allowed  to  abridge  our  freedom  i 
of  association  —  or  destroy  UMass/Boston.  We  have  taken  care  of  ourselves  and  our  neighbors;  we  work  now  to  take  care  ol 
our  government  and  our  environment.  I 

Strangely  enough,  because  ol  UMB  we  will  continue  to  buy  each  other  lunch,  run  each  other's  errands  and  make  ourselves 
available  to  strangers  in  distress.  We  have  attained  a  deeper  love.  We  have  learned  their  songs  and  played  their  tunes,  but  we 
have  learned  to  find  the  power  in  our  own.
